1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Robert, 
III et al. (US 6,160,797). 

Regarding to claim 1, Robert, III teaches an apparatus comprising an IP 
wrapper circuit 96; a packet switch 36; one or more cherrypicker multiplexers 98 
(TCP/DP address filter); and a local area network 12 coupling said IP wrapper to 
said packet switch and coupling said packet switch to said one or more 
cherrypicker multiplexers.
